SAULT STE. MARIE. 


Northern ‘ewe Possessts a 
Romantic Past. — 


Sault Ste. Marie has a thriving 
present, but it is not to be neglectitl 
of its romantic past. Claims are 
even made that the city almost rivals 
Quebec in age as a community in 
Canada. Quebec.as every Canadian 
reader of school histories knows, was 
founded by Champlain in 1608, and 
though there ‘is no documeatary evi- 
dence to support the claim to a par- 
ticular year, it is maintained by Mr. 
J. W. Curran in an address to the 
Sault Ste. Marie Historical Society 
that there was an Indian settioment 
at the site of the Sault at least az 
early, while the name “Sault’” first 
appears on Champlain's map in 1632. 

“Therefore,” said Mr. Curran, “we 
can claim what no other community 
in Ontario at least can claim——that 
for almost 300 years our name has 
beén on an official map. It Is truc, 
Champlain was referring then only 
to the rapids and not to the con- 
munity here.” 

Champlain's map showed séven 
eabins in 1832 on the Canadian side 
of the river, which suggesta a popu- 
lation of around 200, and Mr. Curran 
gaid that, as’ a matter of history, it 
is recorded that in 1641 there were 
about 200 people there. 

Another important statement {fs 
that in 1632 the north, or Canadian, 
side of the river had the larger popu- 
intion, just as it has to-day. Mr. 
Curran’s proposal is for the erection 
of a series of tablets in the Sault’in 
honor, among others, of the follow- 
Jean Nicolet, the first white man 
to Visit the Sault, 1634; Fathers 
Jogues and Ramybault, the frst 
Jésuit missionaries .to the Sault, 
1641; Louis Jollet, ‘the French ex- 
plorer, who hrst placed the name 
Sault Ste, Marie on‘the map, 1688.

Stories of Early Days When Mono |: 
Was New and Rade. 


Nobody whe knows him now would 
ever imagine that Rev. John Neil, 
D.D.., was ever superstitious, but by 
his own Conféssion-there was such a 
time in his life. When he Was a 
young led in Mono a aeighbor had 
committed suicide and, according to 
the traditions of the time, his ghost 
would walk abroad at night until 
his sdul was exercised. it so hap- 
pened that that nigat young Neil had 
been to church and was returning 
home when as he came to a very 
dark piece ef road alongside the 
graveyard he fell. over something. 
Previously ,in a state of terror for 
fear that he would meet the gelf- 
murderer on the road, the lad fell 
into a panic when there was a rush 
on every side of him, For a moment 
he believed that all the inhabitants 
of the graveyard were upon him. 
He found, however, that he Was In 
the midst of a flock of sheep and 
that he had fallen over one lying in 
the road. This somewhat allayed 
his fears, but the doctor confesses 
that he ran home as fast as he could, 
taking no chances of meeting the 
suicide. 

Although most of the early set- 
Uers in Mono were superstitious, Dr. 
Neil tells of ane who waa net. He 
had a wife who ruled him with a rod 
of iron. She died suddenly. One of 
the neighbors ofered to sit up With 
the widower, but the reply was: 

“No, Loam not nearly as much 
afraid of her to-vight as I was a 
week ago when she was alive ang 
well!’

FANCIFUL NAME FOR BIRDS 


Many Explanations as to How Feath- 
ered Specimens Became Known 
as Birds of Paradise. 

When the earliest European voy- 
agers reached the Moluccas, er Spice 
islands, in search of cloves and nut- 
mege, which were then rare and prec- 
lous spices, they were were presented 
with the dried skins of strange and 
beautiful birds. . The Malay traders 
gave them the name of “Manuk de- 
wata,”’ or God's birds; and the Portu- 
guese, finding that the skins had no 
feet or wings, and not being able to 
learn anything authentic about them, 
ealled the birds “Passaros de Sel,” or 
Birds of the Sun; while the learned 
Dutchmen, who wrote in Latin, called 
them “Avis paradiseus,” or Paradise 
bird. One. writer in 1598 said that no 
one had seen these birds alive, for they

Bullets Turned From Their Course, 

At a rifle meeting in Switzerland it 
was discovered that the steel-jacketed 
bullets of the marksmen were swerved 
from_their course by the influence of 
telegraph and telephone wires running 
alongside the range. Experiments were 
then made at Thun by placing four 
steel cables parallel with the range and 
about forty yards distant from it and 
sending a .currént»of 8,000 volts 
through them, The effect, it is said, 
was to turn the bullets so far from 
thelr course that the deviation amount- 
ed to 24 yards on a range of 260 yards. 
The bullets on being taken froin the 
targets were found to be magnetized. 
Next, on an artillery range of 3,000 
yards the electro-magnetic influence 
was generated 200 yards In front of 
the targets and 40 yards to one side.

The man passed 
to a commanding position in the land 
over’a flimsy scaffolding of pretence, 
bluff, oratory and sheer nerve. And 
one wonders whether. to-day the 
stories of the real Horatio Bottomley 
do not strike deeply into the self 
esteem of the literally millions of 
people who accepied him as guide, 
philosopher, friend and banker. - For 
there Was never’ any uncertainty 
about Bottomley in the mind of any 
one Who took the trouble to analyze 
him. He was sovtransparently ‘sim- 
ple that he seemed rathe: the concep- 
tion of an O. Henry than a human, 
beiug. Yet his articles (which, ac- 
cording to Mr. Houston, were mainly 
written by others) were accopted as 
gospel by countless readers. He had 
only to-open his pockets, and the 
public lined up to fill them. 

It was this last activity which 
eventually caused his downfall, As 
Houston has remarked, ‘the’ facts 


were. 50° ample that: their -dispas- 


sionate recital, without any over- 
statement, was. always. sufficient.” 
AS a matter, of fact, the Treasury 
solicitors, not wishing to cumber 
their case against Bottomley; paid 
no attention to claims against him 
of less than $5,000.

Yet Bottomley, who as a lay lawyer 
had fought and won dozens of legal 
actions, kept up his mask until the 
last. ne

sword of Justice will drop from its 
scabbard if you give a verdict of 
guilty. * I say it with a clear con- 
science. I say it without a thought 
of fear or wmisgiving, if you are 
unanimous in convicting. me [- should 
bear you no ill will.”

The prosecu- 
tion was on the grounds that he had 
sent to a Miss Sidgwick, a niece of 
Lord Balfour, two of his publications, 
which were to be handed to-M. Ro- 
main Rolland, the French author. At 
the time Rolland was living in 
Switzerland, and under the Defence 
Ps the Realm Acts, there was a pro- 
hibition on the shipment of printed 
matter to neutral countries.

Broody Hens Need Care. 


At this season it pays to inspect 
the nest every night at sundown and 
confine all the brooder hens. If found 
the first night they can usually be 
broken up in about three days. If they 
waste time setting in the hot hen house 
they injure the eggs laid by the other 
hens, and also become reduced in flesh 
and vigor so their return to laying 
condition is delayed. 

Experiments prove that good treat- 
ment of broody hens is the most pro- 
fitable. Starving and frightening them 
is not good management. They need 
plenty of fresh cool water and about 
the same feed they would have for 
heavy laying. A broody coop with a 
slatted bottom will break up hens 
quicker than a brood coop or a ship- 
ping coop where the broody hen is 
often able to build some resemblance 
to a nest on the ground. The slatted 
broody coop can be suspended in the 
cool shade of a tree if the poultry 
house is too hot in summer. 


It is cruel to keep a mother hen in 
a brood coop with black roofing paper 
on top if the coop is without shade 
during the heat of the day. These 
small brood coops become very hot 
and too often the hens are neglected 
or given drinking water in small dish- 
es that are promptly tipped over, 
leaving the hen to go thirsty the re-! 
mainder of the day. Metal brood 
coops are regular bake ovens when 
left ‘in the sun.

Stable T held “Gl eS es'a tuber- 
culous herd of about 20 cattle rang- 
ing from cattle that were healthy to 
those that were if the last stages of 
generalized’ tuberculosis. Healthy 
tattle put into this stable contracted 
the disease very quickly, and deaths 
were not uncommon. In stable Ha 
herd o£ 20 to 30 cattle were kept dur- 
ing’ the same time, but no case of 
tuberculosis developed among them. 
Men @€mployed in stable T were not 
allowed-in stable H nor were utensils 
used in T ever taken into H... Dr. 
Sechreede> believes that. this experi- 
ment.confirms the research of various 
investigators to the effect “that we 
have ng, satisfactory reasons to be- 
lieve that tubercle bacilli can reiain 
their Virulente long enough. in 
tuberculous sputum or other sub- 
stances to become pulverized suffi- 
ciently to be carried about by cur- 
rents of airy and even if this were 
possible the germs would be so ex- 
posed to light in the minute particles 
which can float in the air that they 
would speedily, die.” 


Germs Not Blown About Like Fog or 
«> Vapor. 

y~ Another experiment of a similar 
character was carried out on a two- 
fere field which had been divided 
into thtee inclosures, each contain- 
ing a stable 16 feet square. The 
inclostires were designated A, B and 
G. -& was separated from B by a 
woven wire: fence. C was separated 
from’ B by, two lines of woven wire 
fence eightxfeet apart. Several tu- 
berculous cows, some healthy cattle 
and some healthy brood sows were 
placed .in stable B. Healthy cattle 
and healthy brood sows were placed 
in Aand C. At first each inclosure 
had its special attendant but later 
one man was given the care of =!) of 
them, with the injunction that he 
should attend to the stock fn ‘the 
order of C, A, B. If it was neces- 
Sary to enter A or C after having 
been in B, he was required to clean 
his shoes of manure. This experi- 
ment continued with the one man in 
charge for seven years. Inclosure B 
proved to be a dangerous place for 
both hogs and cattle. A few hogs in 
A contracted tuberculosis, but none 
of the catie, and both hogs and ‘cattle 
in C remained free. As a comment 
on this experiment, Schroeder says, 
“Tuberculous infection is a concrete 
thing, which is not blown from place 
to place like a mass of vapor or fog. 
There are many ways in which it can 
be transported, but they are. simple, 
easily comprehended ways.” This he 
showed by a third experiment. He 
had two pastures separated by a 
small woodland and a cultivated field.

Healthy Cattle Contract the Disease | 
by Contact. 


Experiments regarding the danger 
of allowing healthy cattle to come 
into contact with diseased ones are 
quite impressive, Calves which nurs- | 
ed a twherculous udder only once or | 
were fed just once on tuberculous | 
miik from a pail invariably contract- 

} ed the disease. Schroeder has two ' 
records of healthy bulls contracting | 
the disease while serving tuberculous 
cows, but none of healthy cows con- 
lracting the disease during service 
by tubereulous bulls. 

Schroeder's studies show that if 
healthy eattle are proteeted from 
direct contact with virulent tubercu-

Smoothing, Disc, and Spring Tooth 
Harrows Describedl——HKoep the 


Bolis Tight and the Wearing 
Parts Clean—~«The  binplement 
Shed, .

The dron smoothing harrow, being 
& rather clumsy implement to haudle 
ia apt to be neglected to the exten’ 
of bojte werking loose atid teeth fall- 
ing out. A staall wrench should al- 
ways be at hand, preferably strappec 
to the adjusting lever, with which 
all bolts could be tightened and kepi 
in proper adjustment. The teeth 


vahould be kept sharpened if the har- 


row is to do its best work with the 
least expenditure of horse or tracto: 
The harrow sections should 


quently, by lining up the teeth and 
seeing that all are cuttliag the same 
depth. Long, short, crooked, or duli 
teeth reduce the efficiency of this im- 
plement. When not in use the har- 
row should be piled in sections out 
of harm's way. .In storing away afte: 
seeding it is a good practice to daut 
a little machine of] or grease on the 
bright portion of @ach tooth, using 
a “brush or cloth to do so.. If an) 
parts, such as bolts or teeth have 
been- lost, make note of it on-a card 
tying the card to°the section so that 
repairs will be made before the har 
row is required -for use again. The 
rusty hatrow tooth will ball up, col 
lecting grass roo{s and ‘sil particles 
in moist: ground,: reducing the efh- 
ciency of the work. It pays well tc 
keep the harrow teeth bright and 
sharp: The place in the implement 
shed for harrows where such will be 
out of the way it up on the side 
walls. Long pegs or spikes that wil 
hold two sections can be driven in the 
studs or wall boarding, and the har 
row seclions hung thereon high, drj 
and easy to get when wanted. 

This harrow generally suffers more 
from neglect to oil than any othe: 
farm implement. Lifting and drop 
ping the soil on its own bearings, ii 
has been difficult for manufacturer: 
to make # bearing that is dust or 
sand proof. 
olling right from the start is the only 


practice that will save the bearings. 


of the disc. If the bearings becomé¢ 
loose or worn, the dratt is greatly 
increased and the work not as well 
done. The oil can should always be 
‘at hand and oil should te applied 
every, hour.. A 16-im¢h dise will turn 
660 times an hour at ordinary field 
speed with considerable pressure 
from two directions on the bearings 
Oil can not be expected to last very 
long, and it does not, so oi: often or 
your disc will squeak and the horse 
tire. This implement must be kept 
tight if it is to do its best work. The 
wrench should always be on hand 
and used when needed. If the discs 
are free from rust, well, burnished 
and smooth, they are not apt to clog. 
The rusty disc may cause long delays 
in the early spring. The discs should 
be dry and clean when put away, and 
a little rub with a soft cloth satur- 
ated’ with machine oil will keep the 
wearing parts bright and always 
ready for the field. ; 


The, Spring Tooth Harrow. 


The spring tooth harrow Is an 
easier implement to keep in order 
than the disc harrow. With largt 
wheels twice a day oiling will suffice. 
The keeping of the bolts tight and 


the wearing surfaces clean and bright 


are the principal needs leading to 
efficient working of this implement. 
Steels points must be -renewed o1 
sharpened when required. The wear- 
ings parts should be kept bright ana 
clean; this is best done by going over 
them with a dry cloth and then fol- 
lowing with an oil soaked one, he 
moving parts in the elevating mech- 
anism require and should get suff- 
cient lubricant to keep them in econdi- 
tion to move freely. Both. shelter 
and painting when needed to protect 
the fron and wood parts and keep 
the wheels tight are very essential 
to long and usefu! life of this im- 
plement. — L. Stevenson, O. Ar C.,

May Bleed to Death—Preventing 

the Mould—tlood Sweet Clover 

Harmless. Ea 
iContributed by Ontario Department of 

Agriculture, Toronto.) 

Reports of serious sickness occur- 
ring amongst the cattle being fed 
npon sweet clover have been received 
at the Veterinary College. The dis- 
@ase which is now frequently spoken 
af as “sweet clover disease,” or 
‘sweet clover. poisoning,” made ite 
first @ppenrance; as far as is known 
during the winter of 1921-22. 
The Spniptems of the Disease, 

The presence of large and small 
swellings in different parts ct the 


“body ly usualiy the first thing wnich 


altraets attention. These swellings 
are generally iocated along the bees, 


/over the shoulder jolats or between 


the thighs. They vary much in shape 
and size and may form quite slowly 
with marked rapidity. They are 
tarely painful, and when opened gre 
found to contain either blood or & 
Watery yellow uid The affected 
animal does not appear to be vory 
sick and either siandsa or lies in the 
accustomed way. Food may be taken 
‘ub Blnal) guanilies, but the appetite 
is Not good. The outer part of the 
eye is very pale, so also is the lining 
imembrance cf the nose, The swell- 
ings which are so characteristic of 
the disease are due to an escape of 
blood from the versels. The small 
arteri¢s and veins\-have become weak- 
ened by the disease so that rupture 
fs made easy, * - 
In another form of the disease the 
blood loses its power of clotting so 
that animals may bleed to death af- 
ter giving birth to their calves. In 
one instance-a farmer had: branded 
his cattle by clipping a strip of ékin 
from the border of each ear. All of 
the animals would have bled to death 
had not the hemorrhage been stopped 
by ligatures. 
Damaged Sweet Clover Dangcrous. 


, In all the cases investigated the 
sick animals had been fed sweet cloy- 


‘er hay or ensilage which had been 


damaged by excessive heating - or 
moulding. Sometimes the change 


produced in the hay ‘has been ‘go: 


slight that the farmer has either not 
seen it or has thought ‘it to be.of no 
consequence,

animals. 


The Prevention of Mould. 


Whether the mould which Is ‘so 
generally found in-the daniaged feed 
is the ultimate cause of the disease 
is not @ matter of great importance, 
{ts presence is a danger signal which 
must be heeded. It canbe said with 
certainty that if tle-hay shows no 
mould in the mow, and the ensilage 
no mould fa the silo, that either can 
be fed with safety. How then can 
the mould be prevented? For the 


most satisfactory methods of cult 


vating and harvesting the reader is 
referred to Bulletin 296 of the On- 
tarlo Agricultural College. Apart 
from the moulding which may occur 
in the field due to damp weather, or 
in the mow due to insufticient curing, 
there is another way which must be 
considered. It is the development of 


mould due to the moist air rising | 
through. the ceiling of the vattle |

Good Sweet Clover Hariniess, 

Many experiments have been eon- 
ducted In the feeding of samples of 
g00d and bad sweet clover to calves 
und vabbits.” The animals réceivings 
the damaged food alnios: always be- 
came ill and dicd. In no ease has 
there been any sickness in tne ani- 
mals fed upon good sweet ¢lover hay 
or ensilage. In one experiment two 
calves were fed an excinsive diet of 
3000 ‘sweet clover ensilage over a 
vericd of six weeks and both remain- 
“d well. Rabbits have beefed on 
samples. of bad sweet clover hay 
which were taken trom the same hay 
niow, Those which received the good 
iay lived while those which received 
he bad. died. 
to Conclusion, 


The use of sweet clover for hay Is 


risky, because if moulds and othey- 


organisms grow in the hay it may 
vecomne a highly poisonous tood. 
The ten cent instrument, go fre- 
juently peddled ai the country fairs, 
vhich is supposed to serve half 5 
iozen purposes from opening tin 
‘ans to drawing a three inch screw, 
‘arely does more than two things 
vell, and that is all that should be 
expected for the money. Sweet eloy- 
#r has proved to be an excellent gsoil- 
juilder, a good ensilage crop, and to 
make valuable pasture. Why en- 
danger the reputation of a usefu’ 
plant by requiring it to accomplish 
that for which it was apparently not 
intended.——-Frank W. Scofield, D.V.
